loison spray to kill chewing insects, 
'hen the cavity is painted with a dis- 
nfecting tar paint and filled in with 


cement mixture. In general the cavity 
s sealed with a zinc cap nailed to a 
shoulder directly upon the border of 
.he cavitv.

It is now pnu'- 
tically a eertaijaed that two cents will IIP lopped from tin- 
park levy nnd placed to the credit, of a. garbage disposal 
fund, for the reason that the city council believed it un- 
wise to advance the total rate above .*!. 14 and figured that 
the park department oould stand the cut with less hard- 
ship than any other. The purpose for which the new fund 
is rreated is so important that, we believe there will be lit- 
tle dispositio-n to criticise it after a consideration of the 
situation, though The Sentinel is so warm a friend of the 
park development proposition that it regrets to see work 
in this direction hampered. Unfortunately the^arbagp 
c^uestion obtrudes itself in imperative fashion at a time 
when demands for track elevation expense are also insist- 
ent, and, before the city authorities feel warranted in 
making a cut in the municipal lighting levy. The ques- 
tion of the tax burden is a serious one. and it will he re- 
called that not so lang ago there was a determined effort 
year after year to keep the city levy at a total of $1. that 
being the mark fixed by a sort of unwritten law as the 
limit which should not be passed. Yet -new conditions 
and the demand for further improvements have caused 
Fort "Wayne to long ago lose, sight of the old mark, though 
any material uierense from recent figures would, doubtless 
have occasioned criticism. The creation of the garbage dis- 
posal fund is unquestionably a step in the right, direction, 
and The Sentinel hopes a way may be found in the follow- 
ing year's budget to more tha.n compensate the park de- 
partment for the handicap a reduction of' its funds during 
the coining year must inevitably inflict. 


The senate committee engaged in the investigation of 


contributions to the campaign funds—particularly those 
suspected to have come from "the interests"—did'well to 
rescind the subpoenas it had issued for Mrs. Edward H. 
•Harriman, widow of the railroad magnate, and Miss Bliss, 
daughter of the former treasurer of the republican na- 
tional committee.

Safe Place | 


for the Baby | 


By a Physician. 


Where's the safest place to keep the 


baby when it has reached the creeping 
age? 


The question is a puzzle to many 


mothers who are obliged to care for 
hahy and do their housework^ at the 
same time. 


If it. is creeping, at will, about the 


floor, the mother never knows when it 
may pick up some undesirable article, 
a pin, a tack, a piece of dust-covered 
bread, or in fact any visible thing which 
can be stuck in the, mouth. 


If it is left on the bed, there is no 


telling when it may creep to the edge 
and fall to the floor. 


So it is necessary to find some means 


of fastening baby in without hampering 
it too much. 


One of the best 
devices for baby- 


keeping is the ordinary box which may 
be moved about from one room to an- 
other and alwaj's be kept within sight 
of the busy mother. 


Its cost is nominal, and any woman 


can adjust it herself if there isn't a 
handy man within calling distance when 
she wishes to have it made. 


Get a roomy box with sides just high 


enough so that the baby can look out 
upon his great big world—the home. 


Fit into the bottom of it a washable 


pad. 
Arrange a broom handle on. the 


two opposite sides of the box, like •i rail, 
fixing it in a little way from the edge 
of the box. 'This iS a handy help for 
baby to pull himself up with.

Mushroom Catsup. 
I 


Break firm, fresh mushrooms into quar- 


ters. Put a layer of the broken mush- 
rooms into an earthen vessel. Sprinkle 
with salt. Then put in some more mush- 
rooms and more salt until the whole 
quantity has been used. Cover the vessel 
and set it on the cellar floor for three 
days, stirring the contents with a wooden 
spoon three times a day.. Then warm the 
mushrooms, mash them to a pulp and 
strain through coarse netting, squeezing 
out all the juice. Boil this for ten min- 
utes and measure. To every pint of the 
liquor allow a generous .teaspoonful of 
whole peppers and allspice, a blade .of 
mace, two slices of onions, n bay luaf. if 
you have it. ami a little paprika. Tut 
liquor and spices onto the fire. Boil un- 


til thick. Strain and cool. Then fill bot- 
tles with catsup. Seal. ' 


Tomato Catsup. 


Slice eight quarts of unpeeled to- 


matoes and six white Cmions. Boil to- 
gether until soft enough to rub through 
a colander. Then strain through a sieve 
and return .to the fire with three bay 
leaves, a-tablespoonf ul. each - of powdered 
mace, pepper, cloves, sugar, salt,' a half 
teaspoonful of paprika, and a tablespoon- 
fill of celery, seed—the last tied up in a 
small cheesecloth bag. Boil for nearly 
six 'hours, stirring..of ten. 
Remove the 


bag.of celery seed and replace with a 
pint of vinegar. Bring to a boil again 
and TPinove from fire.

OLD CASE EECALLED 


Hitntington, lud.. S*pt. 23.—Mr?. Char- 


lotte Epps, the woman wlio amazed 
Huntington by appearing hern suddenly 
•with the statement that a dying con- 
fession of a murder, for which she served 
twenty-three years in prison, had been 
made by the victim's own brother, in- 
jected an added sensation into the situ- 
ation, with open intimations that the 
entire estate of her husband had been 
atolen by relatives while she was incar- 
cerated. 


Mrs. Epps was convicted in 1RR3 and | 


sentenced to life imprisonment for the 
murder of her husband, whom she is al- 
leged to have poisoned to gain hi? prop- 
erty. She was paroled six years ago by 
Go'vernor IJanly. 


''He had money, lots of it," said thr> 


woman in speaking of her murdered lius- 
h»nd, "but heaven knows I never sought 
nor did I ever get a penny of it. He had 
a good farm, a bip farm, and many timus 
he showed me %old nnd paper, and 1 
.know he had much money in the bank. 


Never Signed Away Rights. 


"Where is it now? 
I never signed a 


paper that deprived me of my property 
rights as a wife. I never received a cent 
of all the gold I know my husband pos- 
sessed. I am free now. but I am forced 
to depend upon the charity of my rela- 
tives for a home, for clothes. 


"I married John Epps in the fore part 


of the year of 1882. His mother had just 
died and he and his half-brother, Ed Mise, 
were alone in the house. Relatives ami 
friends who sought his money advised 
him not to marry me. but John realized 
their intentions and we were married. 1 
think, in February. 
At all times Ed 


Mise, who recently died, was nicking at 
John to deed him (ill of his property, as 
he (Ed) said he was older and had bet- 
ter judgment. This John refused to do 


"We had been married but 
a 
few 


months, when one day John went to cui 
corn. About 11 o'clock ,in the morning 
he came home, saying that he was toi 
' 
sick to work, and he immediately wen 
to bed. I cared for him as tenderly as 


. any one could«ha.ve done and had the 


beat physicians possible, buj; in a few 
days he' died. 1 lived at the -house fo 
two weeks after his death, until one da\ 
Sheriff Bowman came after me with 
warrant for my arrest on the charge o 


, poisoning my own husband. 1 went wit 
him and was put in the Huntingtor 
county jail.

Sentenced for Life. 


"In Xovember my trial was held, am 


although I maintained ray innocence 


-they found me guilty on circurastanti; 


evidence and sentenced me to prison fo 
life. It was just about Thanksgiving da 
when Sheriff. Bowman took me to In 
dianapolis, where I was lodged in th

industrial School for Women and Girl 


"No" one suffered as I did in tlios 


rears. No, I suffered no mistreatment, • 
for I obeyed every thing'I was told, to do 
and the attendants gave me all the cheer 
they, could in trying to obtain a. pardon 
for "me. I served 'twenty-three years and 
six long months in that place. 


"Recently I heard that Edward Mise 


had died and that he made a complete 
confession before he died. Acting on the 
impulse I immediately came to this city 
•with a desire to find recourse against my 
persecutors. I have taken the advice of 
attorneys and will at least fight' to clear 
inv-nanie." •

John Epps died in 1882 rather myste-
